1.1 Document Dl discloses (the references between 
parentheses relate to said document) : 

a device for adjusting the inclination of an 
oscillating trough (21) that can be driven by an 
oscillating drive (4) , said device comprising an 
oscillating trough support (9) mounted on the 
oscillating drive (4), the oscillating trough 
support (9) .having a counter support (20b) and the 
oscillating trough (21) having a manually actuatable 
clamping element (2 0a) by means of which the 
oscillating trough (21) can be detachably clamped to 
the support pin (2 0b) at different angles of 
inclination (see column 3, lines 24-28) . 

1.2 The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the 

device of document Dl in that the clamping element 
comprises a tensioning member that is carried on

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the oscillating trough support and applies the 
clamping force, a tensioning rod connected thereto, 
and a manual actuation element connected to said 
tensioning rod, which actuation element can be 
pivoted between a position for detaching the 
oscillating trough and a position for clamping the 
oscillating . trough. 

1.3 Since this combination of features is not known from 
the prior art and, compared therewith, has the 
advantageous property of simplifying the detaching 
and clamping of the oscillating trough, claim 1 
satisfies the requirements of the PCT in respect of 
novelty and inventive step (PCT Article 33(2) 
and (3) ) . 

2. Claims 2-10 are dependent on claim 1 and thus 

also satisfy the requirements of the PCT in respect 
of novelty and inventive step (PCT Article 33(2) 
and (3) ) . 
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
